Loaded With Diseased Pork 


Are the Columbus Markets According to Statement of the 
Capital City Veterinarian. 


Dr. P J. Carver, city veterinarian 
of Columbus, has issued a statem ent 
in which he says that the Columbus 
m arkets are loaded down with pork 
which is contaminated with cholera 
because th© city has au insufficient 
number of meat inspectors to rid 
the slaughter 
houses 
of 
diseased 
hogs. 
Dr. Carver has charge of the meat 
and milk inspection, 
and 
declares 
that the health of the entire city is 
threatened by the use of contami­ 
nated pork. 


Hog cholera has not been so pre­ 
valent in Ohio in years as it is to­ 
day, avers Dr. Carver, who fears 
many people will be made ill by a 
form of blood poisoning unless jh e 
city health board takes steps im­ 
mediately to bring about a better 
sjstem of slaughter 
house 
inspec­ 
tion. 
“Seven more inspectors are need­ 
ed for efficient and thorough work 11 
said Dr. Carver. 
“It would cost the 
city only $8,500 more to do the work 
properly.’’

Farther north glaciers 
and snow-fie ids come down almost to 
Din water'* edge and nature is barren 
excepting wtmre a few hardy plants 
struggle for a bare existence 
Accord­ 
ing to geologists these Intricate fjords 
were formed by the movement of ice 
In the glacial period. One mass of ice 
spread from Russia across th*- Baltic 
sea and Sweden to the valleys of Nor. 
way, fiji* other pushed eastward from 
the Atlantic and It was in these fjords, 
then high lain valleys, that the two 
frozen waves fought

Is 400 feet above the level of the sea 
nom© idea can be formed of the ex­ 
rent to which the soil was worn away, 
In reality this strange hole is a per­ 
pendicular giant's cauldron in which 
stone, Ice and w ater 
churned 
and 
swirled until they had perforated the 
rock in their frantic Arctic struggle 
and gained an outlet for the impa­ 
tient masses behind. So perfectly did 
they cam* the tunnel that in parts it 
almost looks as though it had been 
chiseled by the band of man. On the 
eastern side it is only 64 feet high, 
increasing to 250 feet on the western. 
It* length is over 500 feet, the walls 
are almost perpendicular and the floor 
covered with the debris of ages and 
with remains of the last struggle, just 
before wave and ice retreated. Gazing 
through it from the western extremity 
the spectator is rewarded with a pe­ 
culiarly framed panorama of blue wa­ 
ter, rugged coast and jagged islands, 
with perhaps a quaint Norwegian fish­ 
ing smack silently pursuing its way 
southward.
